he Little thl\’]g pondweed yP
(Potamogston clystocarpus) was listed
as endangered on November 14, 1991
(56 FR 57844). This specits has never
been reported to ?row anywhare except
in the drainage of Littls Aguja Canyon,
in quite pools within the streambed of
Little Ag\ﬂa Creek, Only one population
has been documented, and it has not
been observed since severe floodin
occurred in the canyon in 1890 an
1991. The species is probably adapted to
the perlodic floods and droughts typical
of the area but is vulnorable to
extinction from catastrophic events; it is
possible that it could have succumbed
to the severe floods of 1990 and 1991.
The reason for the apparent decline and
presence of low plant numbars and
extremely limited distribution is
unclear, but inay be related to changes
in water quality, quantity or seasonal
flow r:gtme in the watershed. If so,
these changes may have been human.
related, natural, or a combination of the

two factors, Little Aguja pondweed
occurs on private property, and present
activities on the property appear to be
compatible with the requirements of the
species. It must be noted however, that
periodic droughts, scouring floods,
consumption by animals such as fish
and invertebrates, changes in water

uality, reduced flows, or significant
ghanges in stream configuration could
barm the gondweed by destroying both
plants and habitat.

The objectives of the Draft Little
Aguja pondweed Recovery Plan are to
prevent extinction of the species, to
determine if full recovery of the species
is feastble, and to develop recovery
criteria as appropriate.
Recommendations outlined in the draft
recovery plan include an extensive
search for the Little Aguja pondweed. If
the species is relocated, additional
offorts; site protection, habitat
management, propagation, and research
will be among the recovery actions
pursued.
